c) Noted he had been giving serious consideration to 
bringing together a small group of industrialists and economists 
whose views diverge on the Soviet industrial situation, for the 
purpose of discussing Russian strengths and weaknesses in the 
industrial field.

approval who might be invited to attend. It was also agreed that 
the group should be equally divided as to their views. The 
Director commented he would like to issue written invitations to 
this meeting and approved Mr. Kirkpatric k* s recommen dation that 
where possible they be delivered through [ I, noting 

that the invitations should nojt remain in the files of the people 
invited. The Birector also said he intended to mention this idea 
to the Killian Committee and asked Mr. Kirkpatrick to remind him 
to do so.
